My dear sir: 

There are many things in your paper which we respect 
and for which we are grateful. I have written to you previously 
commending you for your free editorial page which frequently 
is thrown behind worthy community movements and changes. You 
do not play up crime and you do present a fair amount of 
international and world news, more than some larger city 
papers give their constituency. 

Several times recently, however, your editorial page 
in some of its utterances has fallen so low that at last one is 
driven to protest. The immediate incentive is your editorial 
of last night, "Kirby Page Heard in Lansing." Nobody would 
deny you the right to take a position opposed to that of Mr, 

Page and to state that position clearly and logically* Many 
people do not agree with him. But is it asking too much of 
you to answer the arguments of Mr* Page with juBt as clear, 
logical deduction as he uses, rather than to resort to personal 
denunciation and attack? 

You say, "Editor Page* •* is not £. student and teacher 0 " 
No well informed person ever said that* In his student days he 
did make Phi Beta Kappa and since then he has demonstrated 
in scores of instances his ability to enter thoughtfully and 
helpfully into the heart of our complex and trying social 
problems. Many people have not accepted his point of view in 
the numerous books he has written, but they have been unwilling 
to deny his scholarship and the logic of his position 0 In 
Geneva, several summers ago, he spent an entire six weeks in 
the Library there, going into it when it opened in the morning, 
and not leaving it until it closed at night. Do you bring as 
hard, conscientious preparation to the writing of your 
editorials sis that? 

Moreover, for a paper in its news columns to report 
a meeting at which Kirby Page spoke, and to have reporter, 
editor, and proof-reader allowto get by twice the error of 
"Kadawa" for Kagawa, and three times the error of "Ghandi" for 
Gandhi, and then in its editorial columns to accuse Mr. Page 
of not being a student, that is to bear down upon the genial 
tolerance of some of us just one notch too far. 

Again you say, "Page knows very well that he is being 
deceptive and misguiding and is talking with purpose to deceive.» 
I ask you in all seriousness, what iB the source for your 
information as the basis for that statement? An utternace of 
that order characterises a mind which has come to the end of 
its string, and for want of ability to think clearly, logically* 
and in a straightforward manner, resorts to vituperation, 
accusation, and attack. 




Surely the Lansing State Journal numbers among its 
readers many who expect complete willingness and genuine 
ability to deal with moot questions in a scholarly manner, 
and to refrain from the customary grammar-school-boy methods* 

But of course the matter cuts much deeper than this, 
and goes back to other matters which have appeared in your 
editorial columns* One finds more instances than one likes 
of a cynical sneering at any move which bears the color of 
idealism* Late in the summer you commented editorially upon 
the gathering of a group of students from all over the country 
at Ann Arbor, to consider the problems of disarmament, and in 
your editorial, "Resolving on Disarmament" you made some good 
observations, but as a unit it was characterized by a rather 
low ethical outlook. Again, not so many days ago, you took to 
task, editor Jack Leach of the Daily Northwestern because he 
spoke the mind of many students over the public appearance at 
a football game of A1 Capone who entered amid a flurry of 
motorcycle cops and departed with the adulation of the Boy 
Scouts, "Tea Al". In place of chiding that editor, you might 
have well supported him him for voicing his protest* There 
have been other instances in which you have treated very lightly, 
and even sneeringly, any evidence of a rising social conscience 
upon the part of youth* 

I am not asking you to refrain from stating your 
position in opposition to that of Mr* Page, if that is the 
way you feel* But we are asking you to bring to your office 
some evidence of having studied and thought these modern 
complex social problems through as thoroly and objectively 
as the men you oppose are trying to do, and then bring your 
own study to bear toward their solution* Answer the argument 
by logic, rather than accuse a man of sordid motives, - that 
is the very least of what we have a right to expect from you.

Dear Kirby, 

My first chance to read your new book came a 
day or two ago, and I want to tell you that I like it 
very much indeed. You have done a very fine piece of 
work, and you have packed an immense quantity of am- ' 
munition into those pages.

The World Tomorrow Peace Meeting here in St. 
Louis was a huge success. There were many people there, 
and the three speeches were superb. Dr. Steiner had his 
written out and it occurred to some of us that you might 
like to publish it in the World Tomorrow. Really it was 
a stunning speech-concisive and humorous and stimulat¬ 

ing. I know I would like to see it in print and have a 
chance to read it again, and I think that is true of 
everyone who heard it.

This situation in the Orient bothers me, and without 
giving this idea much thought I am venturing to ask you 
whether you think there is ahy merit in such a plan. 

I have also written to Sidney Gulick and to 
Bishop Parsons. The,Federal Council may already be 
prepared to take such a lead, but certainly some group 
should do so, and if it could be representative from all 
parts of the country, it would be all to the good.

150 HEAR SPEECH 

But Colorful R. 0. T. C. 
Review Brings Out 
Thousands 


Assailing war as a useless and 
futile method of protecting either 
national property, national honor, 
or the lives of citizens, Kirby Page, 
editor of The World Tomorrow, 
yesterday made a whirlwind series of 
speeches and arguments at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pittsburgh. 

In an interview between speeches, 
Page took the opportunity to con¬ 
demn military training on the 
campus as a "negation of the pur¬ 
poses of college education.” 

While Page speaking in the Heinz 
House was riddling popular argu¬ 
ments for military systems, the mar¬ 
tial music of the big review of the 
R. O. T. C. down on Ruskin Field 
echoed over the hills and into the 
auditorium. To be heard over the 
war-like tunes he had to raise his 
voice if ever so slightly. 

His audience totaled about 150. 

Thousands at Review 

Several thousands attended the 
military review, combined with the 
Pitt-Tech football rally, adding a 
feminine touch in the formal mili¬ 
tary exercises making 10 co-eds hon¬ 
orary members of the Student Corps. 

"How can a nation protect its 
money or property by war when as 
in the last war the United States 
had to spend $35,000,000?” Page 
asked in his address on "Dollars 
and Peace.” 

"How f-an it protect honor, when, 
after entering war, almost every 
nation commits dishonorable acts, 
as even the United States did in 
disregarding neutrality in the last 
war? 

"How can it protect lives, when in 
payment for those few hundreds 
lost on ships hit by submarines, the 
United States wasted the lives of its 
soldiers?” 

> Compares U. S. and Japan 

Japan’s actions in Manchuria are 
on precisely the same principles as 
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1 ragua or even in the World War, 
> Page declared. 

“In Manchuria, comparatively 
small numbers of Japanese are liv¬ 
ing, but they have vast investments 
of about one billion dollars,", Page 
said. “The Chinese population is 
from 28,000,000 to 30,000,000. Wher¬ 
ever small numbers of one race 
c enter into the land of another race 
f with large money investments, 
there’s bound to be an explosion. 

“Then ‘patriots’ talk of honor 
being defended, the war hysteria is 
started, both sides think they are 
fighting for national honor, and 
bloodshed is inevitable. 

“Studying the literature of enemy 
nations in the World War, one finds 
that every single nation was fight¬ 
ing for exactly the same principles, 
it expressed in almost the same iden- 
tical language," Page said. 

Although he did not mention the 
matter in any of his speeches, Page 
condemned college military train- 

4 ing in an interview. 

5 Urges More Individualism 
“If there is any place where this 

idea should not be taught, it is in 
i the colleges, for from the colleges 
i come, in the main, the leadership of 
J the country,” Page said. 

"Besides, the primary aim of col- 
d lege education should be to teach in- 
< dividual responsibility, the ability 
* to think out problems for one’s 
( self, and the necessity for individual 
initiative. Opposed to those aims 
is the primary aim of militarism, 
which is to teach obedience, blind 
obedience if necessary, but obedi¬ 
ence. Thus does military training 
on the campus form an absolute 
negation of the purpose of edu¬ 
cation.” 

In another address in Alumni 
Hall, when Page’s pacifist views 
were opposed by Attorney Dan T. 
R. Dickson, formerly commander of 
the R. O. T. C. of Amherst College, 
Page suggested that a new depart¬ 
ment be added to the Cabinet. 


Wants Peace Department 

“The United States spends more 
than $700,000,000 a year for the 
military and naval systems* for a 
War Department, a Secretary of 
War, and so on. 

“Why not create a Department of 
Peace." Page asked. “And give the 
Secretary of Peace Just one-seventh 
of the amount given for war? More 
safety, more national security would 
come from the expenditure of $100,- 
000,000 in the Department of Peace 
than from all spent for armaments. 

“If only 2 per cent of the people 
of every nation could be taught to 
refuse to go to war, then there 
would be no wars*” Page declared. 

Page's triple formula for peace 
contains three elements, he said: 
first removal of the idea of peril 
in the national minds; second, the 
building up of peace agencies; third, 
the tearing down of the war ma-, 
chines. 

Speaker Opposes Page 

Granting at the outset that war 
! cannot settle any question, Dickson, 
a former captain of infantry in the 
Seventy-ninth Division, replied that 
war can subdue one belligerent a no 
thus remove the cause of conflict, 
at least. 

“There have been peace agencies 
ever since the days of the Greeks ” 
Dickson said, “and they have never 
stopped war. In some Utopian day 
to come, they in ay, but we must face 
conditions as they are today.

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I am sending one thousand copies^to Ben Cherrington today. 

I am also sending out the smaller bundles requested in your letter. Mrs. 
Posner has asked us to send five hundred oopies which she proposes to 
pay for. I understand she has secured permission to sell them at the 
meeting. I have written her this morning asking her whether it might not 
be better if she distributed them free among the thirteen hundred people 
present. With you as a speaker we might conceivably get enough new sub¬ 
scriptions to oover the cost. I have asked her to get in touch with Mrs. 
Walker and let me know the decision. At any rate I am sending one 
thousand copies, and we can agree as to how they should be disposed of 
later. 


Good reports oontinue to come in. They had five hundred 
people out at their Mount Vernon meeting. I also find that some of the 
places which seemed to be inactive came through at the last minute. I 
reoeived word from Portland this morning saying that they held a splendid 
meeting with Bishop Brewster on Sunday night. Sixteen of the leading 
Protestant churches in Yonkers discussed the subject on Sunday, and the 
others plan to do the same on November 8th. 


In Kenosha, Wisconsin, they had a joint meeting of the 
luncheon clubs with Curtis Reese as the speaker and over one hundred present. 
Talmadge Root had three hundred out at Somerville. An equal number were 
present at Dubuque. 


About twenty-two cities have reported to date with an atten¬ 
dance of about twenty-seven thousand.

On the China Sea. 


My Very dear Brothers la Christ 
la Japan aad Chosen: 

I understand that yon have quite naturally been troubled 
over reports of my oable to the League Counoil re* the Man¬ 
churian Crisis. I am sorry to give you pain even for a more at. 
Every year my admiration and affection fvr your great people 
has grown, along with my increasing concern for the sad plight 
of China, which has been sinking in moral corruption, political 
disintegration and the growing menace of Communist anarchy. To 
help meet this crisis I have seme to the Par East this year. 

A clipping from a Japanese and Seoul paper reports me 
as cabling that the offensive plans of the Japanese army were 
"Without any provocation from China." This x did not say. 

There had been, alas, many very exasperating^ provocations, 
several hundred pin pricks, Insults, treaty evasions and notions 
of the Chinese that ware unjustified, stupid or maddening to 
the Japanese. This of course is quite understandable from 
a people who boll eve that their terxitary is being steadily 
taken from them. 

I did say it was "without the provocation of any Chinese 
attack ’’ upon the railway on the night of Sept. 18, whloh 
is very different. Of course I have retired from all con¬ 
nection with the T.M.O.A. or similar organisations, but it 
is as natural and insvltafie as It Is unfortunate that my 
nune should still be go nneoted with this great Christian 
organization. 

I enclose a copy of the oable I did send to Geneva, 

London and Hew York. Z am sorry that I felt oompelleo to say 
this and te send this. Every one else in Houkden at the time 
was bound by official position to silence. My oable represented 
the almost unanimous opinion of all neutrals whom I met in 
Manohufia. I felt that seme one most say it at any cost. 

As you know I am by oonvlotlon a Christian pacifist who 
has served notice upon his own government that he will not 
fight the battles of her militarists. I regard militarism, 
whether in America or Japan or the world, as a monaoe. 

The spear-point of militarism for the world happens at 
the moment to be in Manchuria. February next at Geneva it 
bide fair to be in franoe. If unchecked both will load, 
in my a Judgement, to world war and a fresh orop of Communist 
revolutions and Economic misery for millions. It is only an 
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accident that the militarism of the moment which has oome to 
the fora hap .qbs to ho Japanese. Bat this is the seriousness 
•f the situation aa I see it: 

On the naps of the world ianchuria is a part of Ohlna* 

If, in defiance of the League of Nations (by its votes of IS 
to 1), of the Kellogg fast. The Washington Nine Power Treaty, 
and the moral sentiment of the world, the military of one 
nation oan. seize all stratigio points of a territory larger 
than England fror.jA, neighboring friendly power without a declara¬ 
tion of war, oan continuously occupy that territory under martial 
law, practically under a state of war without organized reeiet- 
aaos, bomb peaceful eenters of civil government like Chinohow, 
refase all offers and effcrts at judicial settlement by media¬ 
tion, oonoiliation oY orbit rat ion it is In my humble opinion 
a menace to the whole world in the following ways: 

1. It has let loose elements of lawlessness m d banditry 
in itanohurla and of the spirit of militarism (however dangerous 
and Ineffectual) and of Communism throughout China, thus 

endangering the Gentral Government of China and the pesos of the 
far Bast. 

2. It is driving China daily nearer to the arms Of Soviet 
Russia ( and of interval Oormunisu) if neither the League nor 
Pact signatories oan persuade Japan to withdraw her army of 
occupation and consent to a peaceful, non-violent sett laments 
of the dispute without the thread of force b: the Japanese 
Army. 


3. It weakens end even threatens the Open Door Policy, 
the League Covenant, the Washington Vine Power Treaty, the 
Kellogg Paot, and the prestige and power of the League of 
Hattons and of ai 1 world organisation for peace; if the arny 

of one nation can successfully defy the League and the 
world • 


4. It palpably endangers the .or Id Disarmament Con¬ 
ference in Geneva if all peaceful moans af settlement now 
available to the vorld oan be defied; and strengthens the 
militarists of France , America and the World In the conviction 
that the only security of each nation in a lawless and anarchic 
world lioo in armament and military strength. 


5, If successful, (i.e. if the army is not withdrawn but 
oan dlotate terms of peaoe to prostrate China) it will almost 
inevitably load to the failure of the Disarmement Conference 
and to anchor aorld ;Var, follower automatically by a series 
of revolutions, like that of Soviet Russia in I»17, with 
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economic destitution and unimaginable suffering for millions 
throughout the florid. The issue is thUB not a "loo&l" one 
hut of vital oonocrn to the whole world, to every lover of 
peace , to every Ghriatian.

Sherwood is going strong - stronger than any of his 
previous seven visits in this country I think. He tells me that 
he is getting a readier response than ever before. Certainly he 
keeps young and vigorous in body and mind. I have gotten brief 
glimpses of him and Mrs. Eddy in Tientsin and here but have not 
yet had an opportunity for a real visit. 

S/e find ourselves on tenter hooks as we read the news 
day by day. Is it possible that the Japanese military in Manchuria 
can run amuk and get away with it, not only with their civil author¬ 
ities at home, hut with the League of Nations and the Kellogg Pact 
signatories, including particularly the United States? 

I have wished that America might take a more decisive 
position in dealing with the present Manchurian crisis. Apparently, 
however, the isolationists in America are busy, and with presidential 
elections coming on next year, the government is timid. If the 
machinery we have been building up for handling crises of this sort 
peaceably breaks down and fails, I very much fear that China will go 
Communist as a last desperate recourse. 

On the other hand., a victory for the League at this time 
would set us forward enormously, would It not, toward the goal that 
some of us have been dreaming about and hoping for.

My dear Mr. Page: 





The Y.W.C.A. Council of the Middle Atlantic States met last 
weekend to begin plans for its summer conference. We outlined a program that 
has possibilities if we can get adequate leadership and help people in the con¬ 
ference to discover a balance between their closer interests and wide social 
responsibilities. 'We would like very much to have you with us for the whole 
conference period which will be eight days instead of ten. Since the men and 
women are meeting separately this year as an experiment, we are trying to find 
a place that would be as inexpensive as possible rather than continuing with 
the places that we have used for the joint conference. We are also doing some 
further investigation on dates but the conference would open not harlier than 
June 9th and not later than June 13th, so far as we can foresee. 


The series of morning addresses followed by discussion groups, 
will be on a sequence of subjects as indicated from the region. These will 
run from an opening address on students and reality, including facing one's 
immediate situations and recognizing one's relationship to wide social realities, 
facing oneself, adjustment to other people, relations of men and women, persons 
and jobs, including unemployment and communism, world adjustments, including 
disarmament or the Japanese-Chinese situation. We hope that the discussion 
groups following this line can be in terms of what people do on the campus rather 
than just treatments of the subjects in themselves. We recognize the way in which 
this seems to be turned toward personal adjustments and we do not want it to go 
that way in fanr plnws ■ 

For an hour and a half after dinner each evening there will be 
interview groups which we see as opportunities to pursue through the conference 
questions that are presented from the platform on any one day. The evening 
series of addressed will be on the resources of religion in facing the respwn^ikjfe 
realities. After the evening meeting we suggest informal hours around people 
or subjects, music or poetry. 

We would'Jlike to have you be our international resource for the 
conference, to meet with an interview every day and to speak on world adjustment 
toward the end of the conference. I think that there will be added interest 
in having you particularly scheduled at some of the informal hours as well as 
at various odd times. I am sure that we could provide for the stimulation of 
social thinking most adequately with your help and I hope that you may be able 
to accept our invitation.

Dear Kirby: 

I hoped so much to see you when I was in New York, 
but you were away, and I arranged with Tinker to submit to 
you a proposition about which the men of my committee 
living in and near New York and also in the Middle west, 
feel very keenly. There is a very marked conviction on 
the part of scores of our Xeade-rs growing out of their 
experiences with college youth tliTt^ the time is now ripe 
for a very extensive, intensive study, of the Personality 
of Jesus. We also feel that Bible st^&y must again have 
its rightful place in thb summer conferences across the 
country and that we must return to the plan that was 
once universally follow^ of having'one hour of the 
conference each day set apart lo-!? intensive Bible study. 

The courses to be used in these conferences would be 
courses that would be adaptable for student groups in 
the colleges the following yesr. 


There is a feeling that we must again have 
an emphasis on daily study, members of groups sharing 
their ^xperiences and as they discover new truth they 
will agree to make their adaptation to their own contem¬ 
porary life situations, cost what it may, lead them where 
it will. There is the unanimous conviction that you have 
a contribution to make in giving us a real honest-to- 
goodness Bible course which will be along some such line 
as Sharman's "Life of Christ" where his"Harmony of the 
Gospels" could be U3ed, but also where the Bible itself 
could be used without the "Harmony." I do hope that you 
will be able to produce this course , covering some such 
line as you did at Asilomar, keeping in mind, of course, 
how the course is to be used. I realize that it will push 
you hard, but if you can get it into shape ® that it can 
be used in manuscript form in the summer conferences, it 
can then be put into permanent form during the summer and 
can be ready for class use next autumn. 


I would appreciate it if you would send me 
your itinerary so that if there is any chance for us to 
get together in our travels I can take advantage of it. 
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
